Newark and one in I'aterson -wa« 
resorted to. There were 13,500 men 
in line in Jersey City.

There were MJJOQ men who had 
pledged themselves not to use 
profanity ami to regard the sanc- 
tity of an oath. I consider this one 
of ' the grcatOSl object lessons in 
morality that could be presented, it 
also proves that men still have re- 
ligion. The effect of the movement 
has been very encouraging. While 
it has been impossible, of course, to 
keep close watch, general observa- 
tion has shown beyond a doubt that 
I In- members of the society have as 
a body been faithful to their pledgee.

Reported Archbishop Parley 
May Be Raised to That 
Dlglnlty. 



The New York Tribune of Tuesday 
says that private nihiccs rect-i\e<l in 
thai city tend to coiiiirm the report 
current in ecclesiastical circles for 
some weeks past that the matter of 
another Cardinalate for the United 
States has been definitely settled, 
nnd that Archbistiop Farley will he 
raised to that dignity tit the coming 
December Consistory, along with 
Mgr. Bourne, the Archbishop of 
Westminster: a German prelate and 
possibly a Spanish prelate. 

While there is nothing really uu- 
thentte in the foregoing, such action 
upon the part of Pitta X. and the 
next Consistory would occasion little 
surprise in the United States. Of 
late there have been many reports 
ami surmises regannng the appoint* 
meat of another Cardinal, the names 
most mentioned being Archbishop 

Ireland, of st. Paul; Archbishop 

Ryan, of Philadelphia, and Arch- 
bishop Farley, but they turned out 
to have no fouiulat ion in fact. There 
is no doubt but that another Cardi- 
nal will be created, and one fit for 
the place is the Most Rev. John J. 

Qlennou, the briiiiunt young 

bishop of St. Louis.

PlMsburA's MaSnif icent New 
Cathedral With lmpresa- 
Ive Ceremonies. 



Tin- magnificent new $2,000,000 
Catholic Cathedral at PtttabUlg was 
dedicated ami consecrated on Wed- 
nesday in the presence of l'apal Dele- 
gate i'aiconio. Cardinal Qihhona and 

a large gathering of Archbishops, 
Kishops and priests, with the most 
impressive ceremonies ever witnessed 
in Pennsylvania. The Cathedral has 
been completed for several months, 
but Bishop Canevin refused to allow 
it to be opened until the Held was 
lifted, it is the finest Cathedrul in 
the United States, with the excep- 
tion of St. Patrick, s in New York. 

The new Cathedrul is known us St. 
Paul's. A large part of the money 
to pay for it was obtained by the sale 
of the old Cathedral site, in the busi- 
ness heart of the city, to H. C. prick, 
the steel magnate, for $1,000,000. Tne 
exterior of St. Paul's shows a (iothic 
structure of sweeping lines capped 
by tall twin towers. 'The style of the 
architecture is whut may be desig- 
nated as a pure example of the tra- 
ditional or scliinastic (iothic of the 
fourteenth century, the full flower 
of the "decorated (iothic," as it is 
technically called. The structure ex- 
ternally is of stone, from base 
course to the summit of each spire. 
The front presents un imposing 
facade, extending on Filth avenue Tor 
a width of 120 feet over both towers, 
the main front gable rising to 120 
feci, and each towee spire to gM 
feet. 'The doorway is in three parts, 
surmounted by moulded und carved 
arches und lofty pediments, adorned 
with stutues. tile centrnl pediment 
over the muin entrance being forty 
feet high ami surmounted by u co- 
lossal statu* of St. Paul. The inte- 
rior is in keeeping with the mag- 
nificence of the exterior.

When the .voting ludy went 
into thfc yurd to bring some flowers 
into the house she wus grasped u y 
a negro from whom she broke awuy 
und escaped into the house, but not 
before she had been hit twice. The 
brute inflicted painful injuries with 
an instrument with a blunt edge, 
and her physician suys she will be 
confined to her Lome -or some time. 



Koine dispatches of the last week 
say it is now officially announced 
that besides the Archbishop of West- 
minster two (ierman prelates will be 
promoted to the Sacred College at 
the Consistory of December. They 
are the Archbishop of Mechlin. Mgr. 
Merciev and the Hishop of Thier. 
Mgr. Korni. The nomination of two 
additional (ierman Cardinals will not 
cause the promotion of the French 
prelates, however, as notwithstand- 
ing the recent death of three French 
Cardinals the Yutican authorities nre 
determined not to promote any pre- 
late of French nationality to the Sa- 
. red College until un agreement 
shall have been entered into with the 
French officials regarding the 
modality of separation between 
Church and State. 

In format ion has just reached the 
Vatican from Paris thut Cardinal 
Richard, the Archbishop of thut city, 
is very ill. He is now over eighty 
years old. nnd us the present situa- 
tion of the church in France has 
greatly worried him. grave fears are 

entertained ut the Yutican that he 
mat not survive the attack. Pius X. 

is in dally communication by long- 

distance telephone with the Arch- 
bishop's Palace in Puris, und kee.i* 
informed of the condition of the 
Cardinal, which up to the present 
does not give any reason for despair. 

However, the Cardinal's succession 
to the archdiocese was provided for 
some months ugo. at the rei|iiest of 
the Cardinal himself, through the ap- 
pointment of Mgr. Amctte as Coad- 
jutor Hishop with the right of suc- 
cession. 

Another Cardinal who is very ill in 
Koine is Cardinal Tripepi. and his 
medical attendants declare that the 

prelate will not survive the pr nt 

attack. 'This Cardinal is the heaviest 
member of the Sucred College, turn- 
ing the scales at nearly 900 pounds, 

Pius X. has just come out strongly 
against the public houses established 
in the Bternal City, owing to the fact 
that many crimes have recently been 
committed by the "Mala Vital." an 
Organization hearing much similarity 
with the Mufiu and the "lllack 
Hand." as know in the I'nited States. 
Speaking a few days ago with s 
prelate, who because of his pastoral 
position conies daily in contact with 
the lowest classes of population in 
Koine. Pius X. wus informed thut the 
many murders which recently 
stained the reputation of the city 
were principally caused by the large 
number of public houses which were 
allowed to thrive in every quarter of 
this capital. Pius X. suggested that 
the best way to abolish the evil 
would be found if the parish priests 
of Koine took a concerted action, 
and strongly objected to the police 



officials whenever U new public 
house came to be established in 
theld parishes. 

The Pope ulso said thut the priests 
of the Roman purishes could also 
exert some pressure on the owners 
of the property in their districts ami 
advise them to refuse to rent any 
locality for such a purpose M a pub- 
lic resort.

'The work for the foundation of 
Archbishop Ireland's new million 
dollar Cathedrul, which is to be erect- 
ed in St. Paul, is progressing' rapidly. 
As planned the edifice will be n mas- 
terpiece of architect lire. 'The ground 
plan of the Cathedral is that of a 
(ireek cross. The only pillurs thut 
will be used will be to support the 
dome, ami as this rises from the in- 
tersection of the nan and the t run- 
sept these will encircle the main 
body of the auditorium, within which 
•-'.TOO people cun be seated. 'The en- 
tire seating capacity of the Cathedral 
will be 4.000. The main feature of 
the edifice will be the dome, which 
will be as large as that of St. Puul's 
Cathedrul in London, being ISO in 
diameter. About the dome there will 
be twenty-four large windows, which 
will be so arranged as to light the 
entire auditorium below. 'The whole 
length of the building is to be 274 
feet, ami its width at the transept 
214 feet. The interior height of the 
dome is ^^ feet and the top of tin: 
cross on the outside will be MO feet 
above the street level.

JUDGE KIRBY 



Renders a Decision of Much 
Importance to Organized 
Labor. 



Last Saturday at the Joint session 
Of the Jefferson Circuit Court Judge. 
Samuel I!. Kirby rendered a decision 
that will be of much importance to 
organized labor, in which he pointed 
out the constitutional rights of la- 
borers in strikes and lsiycotls. 'the 
case was thut of the I'faffinger 
Packing Company for an injunction 
against the Matchers' I'nion. which 
was refused in a lengthy opinion, 
w Inch says in part : 

"One of the first rights of cwry 
person in this country, guaranteed 
to him by the Federal constitution, 
is the right to control his own labor, 
ami a laborer may. with or without 
reason, decline to work for uuyone 
or with anyone, and the damage 
which such persons may sustain from 
this refusal is immaterial. If one 
laborer enjoys this right he does not 
lose it when acting with others; 
hence it follows thut 11 strike, that 
is. the simultaneous desisting from 
work of u body of workmen, is not 
per se unlawful. Another absolute 
right which every individual may en- 
joy is his power of persuasion, pro- 
vided the appeal be not diverted to 
the accomplishment of an unlawful 
purpose. It is therefore not unlaw- 
ful nor actionable for workmen or 
lalsirers to persuade other employes 
to leave the service of this employer 
or to dissuade other workmen front 
seeking employment from hiin. The 
third right of the luborer is to re- 
fuse to trade with any person abso- 
lutely or contingently. The admis- 
sion Of this right in conjunction with 
the other two settles the right of a 
labor union to use uguinst un un- 
yielding employer the means of In- 
flicting injury which from its deriva- 
tion is termed MKjycott.' This is the 
refusal of the members of the union 
to have any dealings with the em- 
ployer or with any person who deals 
with him. So long as strikers em- 
sjijkno Other means to deter per- 
BW«!P»rom dealing with the employer 
except persuasion and the with- 
druwul of their own putronuge from 
such persons, there is nothing Me- 
ga' or criminal in this action."

Curtis GotkL, Jr. In QoT, 
Guild's favor is the State's normal 
large Republican majority, a well or- 
ganized State Committee, an abun- 
dance of campaign money, and the 
generally creditable record made by 
the Governor while in office. 

The political campaign is on in full 
blust in Rhode Island at present.
